JFacft month, we follow the field closely on the 
status of security work by analyzing the backlog of pending 
cases and delinquency, ih espionage, internal security, 
security matter and foreign intelligence cases in classi- 
fications 65, ICO arid 105.

In October, there was a decrease in pending 
active matters in the entire field in the security classi- 
fications from 15,180 to 15,068.
